price is steep, but many a mid* 
(fledged swing buff will find it 
worthwhile, 


Simon was in town to talk 


about his book, and he appears 
to be a splendid choice for 
chronicling the big*band era, He 
started playing druns in high 
school and at Harvard, He adds, 
"I was good enough to play in 
the first Glenn Miller band; but 
then, he was a good friend, and 
tolerant as well," 


Later he turned to writing 


about 
bands for the defunct 


Metronome 
magazine, 
From 


1935 to 1955 he reviewed all the 
great ones. Hence "The Big 
Bands" is an intensely personal 
volume, but authoritative 
as 


well. In recent years, Simon 
worked as a television consult- 
ant on band shows and now he's 
executive director of the Re- 
cording Academy, which gives 
out the Grammies. 


His credentials are the best, 


and the book contains just about 
everything you'd want to know 
about the band business, then 
and now. I asked if he had any 
particular favorites. 


"Well, let's see now," he 


mused. "I guess the band that 
could do most things well was 
Tommy Dorsey's. It could han- 
dle beautiful ballads with sing- 
ers like Frank Sinatra and the 
Pied Pipers; it also had some 
fine swing musicians like Bunny 
Berrigan and a great arranger 
in Sy Oliver. 


Like others of the swing gen- 


eration, Simon lamented the 
passing of the big-band busi- 
ness. What killed it? Several 
things," he explained, "The mu- 
sicians helped, by their attitude. 
During the war musicians Were 
scarce, 
and those 
who re- 


mained civilians asked for ex- 
orbitant salaries. Those who 
had been in the service didn't 
want to travel after the war, 
and that made it hard to organ- 
ize a band. 


"The 
sentimentality during 


the war gave rise to singers like 
Sinatra, Jo Stafford and Perry 
Como, and music became more 
of a vocalists' business. Also, 
the musicians' strike against 
record companies kept bands 
from recording for two years,

Reviving of 
Geneva Plan 
Peace Key

WASHINGTON (AP) - Criti- 


cizing the Soviet Union for re- 
jecting what he termed a new 
peace move, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield predicts 
President Johnson would halt 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam 
if the Geneva Conference were 
reconvened. 


Mansfield said In an interview 


Monday the Soviets are unreal- 
istic in dismissing the possibili- 
ty a revived conference could 
lead to peace in Vietnam. 


His statement came in the 


wake of publication In Moscow 
of a statement by Soviet Pre- 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin. 


Kosygin, in a letter quoted in 


part in Tass, called "unreal" 
the notion that a conference re- 
vival could lead to peace. Kosy- 
gin also said any conference in 
which the North Vietnamese 
government and National Liber- 
atlon Front or Viet Cong did not 
participate 
would 
have 
no 


chance of success. 


The Soviet leader's statement 


came in a letter to Alex Bebler, 
president of the V*orld United 
Nations Association. 


Mansfield said that instead of 


maintaining a frozen position in 
regard to revival of the Geneva 
Conference, which directed * 
settlement in Laos in 1962, the 
Soviets should join with Great 
Britain as cochairmen in call- 


ing a new meeting. 


"Then they could see what 


this country's reaction would be 
toward "stopping the bombing," 
Mansfield said. "I am confident 
the attacks would end and that 
President Johnson would be 
among the first to arrive in Ge- 
eva." 


In the absence of any such ac- 


tion, the Democratic leader said 
he will press for approval by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee of his U.N. resolution. 
The committee will hear Arthur
